Case at Columbus of Thomas Ryan, 



THE STATE RESTS ITS CASE. 



The trial of Thomas Ryan, alias 
James Sullivan of this city, charged 
with the murder of Napoleon Suver at 
Georgesville, G.,on February 15th, 1890, 
began at Columbus on Wednesday. 

Assistant Prosecutor Seymour stated 
the case for the state. He said that on 
the night of February 16, Thomas Ryan 
with deliberation and malice took the 
Ufo of Napoleon Suver. 

Ryan at tho time was running a sa- 
loon in Goorgesvtllo and it waB In this 
place the crime was committed. 

Shortly before midnight, after an 
altercation' and possibly a scuffle took 
place, three shots were fired by Ryan, 
one striking Napoleon Suver between 
the eyes and penetrating the brain, and 
another striking a man named Stevens 
in the neck. 

Suver was In the saloon at the time, 
but after being shot he succeeded In 
getting out and was found shortly 
afterwards on a wood pile in the yard. 
He died the following morning at 4 
o'clock. The next morning Ryan was 



said ho would never be taken. Not 
until a few months ago was anything 
heard of him. After leaving Columbus 
d started a saloon 
and hotel In Maysvllle, Ky. Ho was 
living under the name of James Sulli- 
van. No one knew he was guilty of a 
crime until, while In a delirious condi- 
tion, he told his name was Ryan and 
that he was wanted in Ohio for murder. 
His arrest followed. 

Mr. Seymour said that the state ex- 
pected to prove that Ryan borrowed a 
revolver, saying that he proposed to get 
even with two men. Major Walker, for 
defense, simply said that the de- 
fendant was not gnilty as charged In 



Jerry Suver was the first witness for 
the state. He told how on the night of 
February 15, 1890, while he and three 
men named Stoneburner, Stevens and 
Kelso were playing cards in Ryan's 
saloon, a dispute arose and Ryan took 
Steven- to task for raising a light. 
Later on after Napoleon Suver entered 
the saloon, Stevens and Ryan got into a 
scuffle. Shortly afterwards Stevens 
got behin I a pool table, when Ryan 
pulled a gun and fired. The first bul- 
let struck Stevens and tho second his 
brother. Shortly afterwards he found 
his brother on a wood pile In the yard 
dying. 

Samuel Stoneburner was more 
graphic in telling of the shooting. He 
ltd that Ryan pointed the gun tlrst to 
• left at Stevens, thon turned to the

Stephens In the neck. Suver 



hands. He was shot in tho head and 



his brother had cut Ryan's hair a short 
time before the crime. At the time 
Ryan borrowed Josh's gun and said he 
would get even with Suver and Lyons 
because they had taken his wife out 
riding while he (Ryan) had been In 
Jail. 

On cross-examination the fact 
brought out that Stephens was In a 
class all by himself for meanness. In 
Georgesville ho was known as a bad 
man and a bad man In that village has 
to be a terror. He admitted having 
done time in the Penitentiary for steal, 
lng harness, of breaking into storeB 
and dwellings, of shooting at different 
men, and of engaging in numerous 
fights and escapades. The defense put 
so many charges against him that he 
finally declined to anBwerthe questions 
put to him. 

A witness named John Stone created 
a big laugh while testifying. He re- 
sided next door to Ryan's saloon and 
on the night of the Bhooting was awak- 
ened by his wife, who said that the 
men in Ryan's saloon were killing ono 
another. Witness said that he told his 
wife that if five or six were killed he 
would lay off half a day and help to 
bury them. 

With this testimony the state rested 

Nearly 100 witnesses have been sub- 
poenaed and the case will probably 
last all week. 

Suver was not yet 19 years of age 
when he was killed.

Chicago, Nov. 2.— Judge Vail Thurs- 
day In open court created a sensa- 
tion by declaring that in his opinion 
dealing on the Chicago hoard of trade 
and dealing in one of the Institu- 
tions which the members of the 
board of trade had stigmatized as a 
quota "Pucket Shop," were practl- 
cully the same.
